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RELIGIOUS  LIBERTY  OR  CATHOLIC 
MONOPOLY

Dr.  Everett  Gill’s  Interesting  article  on  his  recent 
visit  to  South  America,  published  in  practically  all 
of  our  Baptist  state  papers,  closes  with  this  sen¬ 
tence:  “Like  all  Latin  lands,  It  (Venezuela)  needs 

the  great  Lib¬ 
erator  of  men’s 
souls — our  Sav¬ 
iour,  Who  died 
for  man’s  spirit¬ 
ual  freedom.” 

This  state¬ 
ment  from  the 
Regional  Secre¬ 
tary  for  Latin 
America  of  our 
Foreign  Mission 
Board  touches, 
in  one  sentence, 
upon  a  subject 
on  which  I  have 
been  doing  some 
particular  study 
since  the  out¬ 
break  of  World 
War  Two,  recog¬ 
nizing,  as  every 
student  of  the 
current  world  scene  must  recognize,  the  adroit  and 
determined  movements  of  the  Roman  Catholic 
hierarchy  in  its  obvious  effort  to  tighten  its  grip  on 
Latin  America  and  establish  there,  perhaps,  its  new 
base  of  world  conquest;  and  in  the  meantime  stifle 
all  evangelical  mission  work. 

From  One  of  Our  Missionaries 
Added  to  all  the  evidence  In  a  rapidly  growing  file 
on  this  vital  subject  Is  a  letter,  received  in  Atlanta 
on  December  2,  1942,  from  one  of  our  very  alert 
Southern  Baptist  missionaries  in  Brazil,  dated  May 
20,  1942,  in  which  he  says: 

“We  (referring  to  his  wife)  read  your  page  in  The 
Christian  Index  regularly  and  are  especially  thank¬ 
ful  for  your  clear  understanding  of  the  spirit  and 
purpose  of  the  Catholic  church,  and  your  timely 
warnings  concerning  Its  serious  threats  to  democ¬ 
racy  and  religious  liberty. 

“I  am  enclosing  a  translation  of  a  letter  which 
reveals  something  of  the  plans  and  purposes  of  the 
Catholic  clergy  in  Brazil.  A  definite  effort  is  being 
made  to  stamp  out  evangelical  mission  work  under 
the  pretense  of  aiding  the  Good  Neighbor  Policy, 
when  as  a  matter  of  fact  those  who  are  most 
strongly  opposed  to  this  wise  policy  are  the  priests, 
because  they  realize  that  It  is  breaking  down  pre¬ 
judices  which  they  have  built  up  with  great  pains 
to  keep  the  people  from  investigating  the  teachings 
of  Jesus  Christ  with  open  minds  and  hearts.  .  .  .* 
I  quote  the  letter  referred  to  by  our  missionary, 
which  was  published  in  the  newspaper  O  Diario, 
Belo  Horizonte,  as  firsthand  evidence  of  the  effort 
which  the  Catholics  are  waging  against  religious 
liberty  In  Brazil  and  all  Latin  America,  and  their 
obvious  purpose  to  maintain  their  strangle  hold 
through  Catholic  monopoly.  Our  ambassador,  by 
the  way,  is  Jefferson  Caffery,  himself  a  Roman 
Catholic.

Dr.  Duke  K.  McCall  Accepts  Presidency 
of  Baptist  Bible  Institute 

We  have  received  from  Dr.  Duke  K.  McCall,  pas¬ 
tor,  Broadway  Baptist  Church,  Louisville,  the  fol¬ 
lowing  announcement,  which  will  bring  joy  to 
many: 

“With  the  same  sort  of  hesitancy  Jeremiah  felt 
when  faced  with  the  divine  appointment  for  his 
life,  but  with  that  timidity  overruled  by  a  convic¬ 
tion  of  the  guidance  of  God,  I  am  today  (Sunday, 
March  7th),  informing  the  trustees  of  my  accept¬ 
ance  of  the  position  as  president  of  the  Baptist  Bible 
Institute. 

“More  than  two  weeks  of  prayer  (and  fasting, 
so  far  as  sleep  has  been  concerned),  have  confirmed 
the  impressions  of  a  divine  call  which  first  moved 
me  to  agree  to  meet  with  the  trustees.

The 
Baptist  Bible  Institute,  aside  from  the  fine  training 
it  provides  all  types  of  religious  workers,  is  one  of 
the  greatest  missionary  agencies  Southern  Baptists 
have.  Set  in  the  heart  of  one  of  the  most  pagan 
sections  of  our  United  States,  this  Institution  has  a 
local  opportunity  and  responsibility  to  conquer  for 
Christ,  while  keeping  faith  with  the  teaching  min¬ 
istry  for  which  it  was  founded. 

“Its  peculiar  history  and  location  charge  it  to 
meet  a  need  Southern  Baptists  have  recognized, 
and  the  same  history  and  location  have  equipped 
it  for  a  large  place  in  the  work  of  God.  As  I  take 
up  the  task,  I  pledge  to  those  who  have  Invested 
themselves  there,  to  seek  to  be  true  to  the  heritage 
which  is  ours,  and  I  plead  with  all  of  my  brethren 
and  colleagues  for  their  support  and  prayers.

Report  of  Mission  Study  Chairman 

Introducing  the  nightly  broadcast  of  Raymond 
Oram  Swing,  one  of  the  best  of  our  news  commen¬ 
tators,  the  announcer  always  says,  “Only  an  in¬ 
formed  America  can  be  an  invincible  America.” 
Realization  of  the  value  of  a  knowledge  of  geogra¬ 
phy,  of  peoples,  of  all  that  goes  to  make  peoples  as 
they  are — customs,  religions,  economics  and  racial 
emphasis — is  being  hammered  into  our  minds  and 
hearts  from  as  widely  diverse  angles  as  letters  from 
our  boys  manning  the  “Yankee  belt”  of  flying  fields 
across  Africa  from  Lagos  ,to  Cairo,  to  the  speeches 
of  Ambassador  Grew  who  shid  recently  that  part  of 
our  difficulty  in  not  realizing  earlier  our  real  sit¬ 
uation  in  American-Japanese  relations  may  be  laid 
to  the  treatment,  or  lack  of  treatment,  of  that 
country  in  the  high  school  textbooks  of  our  schools. 

“War  puts  geography  in  paramount  spot,”  was 
an  arresting  headline  recently  in  the  Oklahoma  City 
morning  paper,  followed  by  a  detailed  description 
of  a  new  course  being  given  in  the  junior  high  school 
social  studies  classes  of  that  city.  A  description 
of  these  courses  reads  like  an  outline  of  a  mission 
study  course — “trying  to  give  students  a  deeper  un¬ 
derstanding  of  how  geography  has  affected  and 
brought  about  the  entire  world  situation  today,  and 
at  the  same  time  to  give  the  student  an  under¬ 
standing  of  the  ‘global  world’  of  tomorrow  in  which 
no  nation  will  be  able  to  isolate  itself  and  live  in¬ 
dependently  of  the  world;  ...  a  world  in  which 
swift  transportation  and  communication  will  make 
every  nation  a  next-door-neighbor  to  every  other 
nation;  ...  an  extensive  study  of  Japan  and  how 
her  rapid  economic  rise  has  contributed  to  her  nar¬ 
row  social  conceptions;  .  .  .  China,  her  population 
problems,  her  perseverance  and  resources.  ...  It 
is  the  hope  that  these  practical  studies  will  prepare 
our  youngsters  for  rebuilding  the  world  after  the 
war  by  giving  them  the  broadest  possible  viewpoint 
on  world  affairs  and  the  reasons  behind  them.” 

Thus  does  the  state,  the  newspaper  world  and 
education  turn  to  follow  the  pioneering  path  of  our 
missionary  organizations  in  our  emphasis  upon 
knowledge  of  peoples  and  lands  as  a  basis  for  any 
kind  of  understanding.  Thus  does  mission  study 
come  into  its  own. 

How  urgent  is  our  need  for  knowledge  of  parts 
of  the  world  we’ve  hardly  known  existed  was  illus¬ 
trated  recently  in  a  little  cartoon  in  the  series. 
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“You're  in  the  Army,  Now.”  Two  privates  in  a 
Pullman  seat  are  speculating  on  what  they’d  find 
at  the  end  of  their  journey  in  some  unknown  land 
and  one  says  to  the  other,  “I  wonder  what  the  girls 
are  like  in  England,  Ireland,  Australia,  Iceland, 
Alaska,  India  and  Africa.” 

They  are  now  in  sixty-five  countries  of  the  world, 
our  American  men  and  women  in  service.  To  every 
man  destined  for  service  in  that  swift  descent  upon 
the  Mohammedan  countries  of  North  Africa  was 
given  a  little  booklet,  carefully  prepared  by  the 
War  Department,  giving  just  such  information 
about  the  customs,  life  and  particularly  religious 
beliefs  and  position  of  women  as  our  mission  study 
books  on  the  Moslem  world  gave  us  a  few  years  ago. 

One  young  doctor  in  that  expedition  needed  no 
copy  of  this  handbook  for  he  had  been  an  R.  A.  in 
Inman  Park  Baptist  Church  in  Atlanta  and  was 
taught  from  childhood  the  facts  about  Moslem 
lands  and  peoples  and  many  others.  We  wish  we 
could  know  many  had  had  the  background  of 
knowledge  which  Capt.  William  Etheridge  carried 
with  him  on  that  expedition. 

Never  before  have  we  had  such  evidence  of  the 
tremendous  worthwhileness  of  our  missionary  edu¬ 
cational  program,  never  such  vindication  of  its 
methods,  never  such  proof  of  our  need  to  go  farther 
and  deeper. 

For  we  have  just  begun.  Fathers  are  asking  ques¬ 
tions  they’ve  never  asked  before.  Recently  a  day 
laborer  who  had  at  best  a  fourth  grade  education 
came  to  Mr.  Lawrence  and  asked  if  he  could  help 
him  find  a  map  that  would  show  where  Khartoum 
is  in  Africa.  Out  came  our  cherished  file  of  Na¬ 
tional  Geographic  maps  and  that  night  and  the 
next  day  the  stumbling  finger  of  a  proud  but  anxi¬ 
ous  father  traced  all  the  way  across  Africa  the  pro¬ 
motion  that  had  carried  his  son  from  junior  radio 
technician  in  upper  Nigeria  to  the-  command  of  the 
radio  station  at  the  city  that  sits  in  the  heart  of 
Africa  where  Chinese  Gordon  made  history  for  the 
British  Empire  by  his  heroic  death.  None  of  us 
dares  to  say  today  we  really  know  anything  about 
the  world,  we  who  never  heard  of  Guadalcanal  un¬ 
til  the  marines  landed  there. 

Mildred  Seydell  says,  “Minds  are  like  parachutes. 
They  function  only  when  they  are  open.”  We  could 
add,  "And  like  parachutes,  they  bring  death  when 
they  refuse  to  open  in  a  time  of  heed.”  Never  be¬ 
fore  has  the  work  in  our  hands  been  more  import¬ 
ant.  Never  before  has  knowledge  had  more  power. 

Dr.  Logan  Clendining  said  in  his  column,  “Diet 
and  Health,"  on  New  Year's  Day,  “With  a  new  year 
ahead  of  us,  I  feel  inclined  ...  to  recommend  vita¬ 
mins  for  the  soul.”  He  then  went  on  to  say  that 
the  constant  impact  of  grave  news,  business  prob¬ 
lems,  wartime  bulletins,  etc.,  wore  down  our  mental 
health.  We  needed  the  vitamins  of  great  thoughts 
to  give  us  strength  to  meet  this  daily  wear  and 
tear  on  the  soul.  He  recommended  a  regular  dqily 
reading  of  the  great  poets,  Milton  and  Keats, 
Browning  and  Wordsworth,  and  the  great  classics 
of  all  ages  in  which  are  stored  up  the  wisdom  of 
our  civilization. 

“These  vitamins,’  Tie  says,  “are  not  always  quite 
as  easy  to  take  as  the  capsule  ones  you  get  at  the 
dmg  store  for  your  physical  nutrition.  You  will 
have  to  keep  awake  and  think  and  really  work  on 
them,  but  I  guarantee  that  in  the  long  run  they 
will  do  you  good.” 

So  I  warn  you,  these  are  not  easy  books  to  read, 
but  I  promise  you  they  will  do  you  good  and  above 
all  they  will  put  more  meaning  into  your  daily  tasks 
and  more  meat  into  your  teaching  of  all  mission 
study  books. 

Then  let  us  resolve  that  we  will  do  more  to  ex¬ 
tend  our  teaching  of  geography  after  the  pattern 
of  the  Kingdom  of  God  to  all  our  Baptist  people. 
In  Dr.  Lawrence’s  new  book,  “Home  Missions  in  the 
New  World,”  he  says  much  about  this — “We  cannot 
divorce  the  Kingdom  of  God  from  the  geography 


of  the  world."  Such  timely  books  as  we  have  now 
on  Latin  America,  and  will  have  during  this  year 
on  the  Negro  in  Africa  and  America,  should  be 
taught  in  every  church  to  every  possible  group.  As 
vitamins  of  the  soul,  needed  for  such  a  crisis,  we 
must  teach  more  earnestly  than  ever  our  funda¬ 
mental  books  on  prayer,  soul-winning,  stewardship 
and  missions  in  the  Bible. 

Speaking  before  the  East-West  Association  last 
March,  Dr.  Lin  Yu  Fang  said  of  the  refusal  of  the 
British  and  the  Dutch  to  follow  the  example  of  the 
Chinese  and  Russians  in  the  destruction  in  Malay 
and  Java  of  their  investments  in  rubber  and  oil, 
“Only  men  whose  souls  are  on  fire  could  scorch  the 
earth.”  What  he  meant  was,  only  men  who  loved 
freedom  above  all  profit  could  destroy  what  they 
had  built,  rather  than  have  it  fall  into  the  hands 
of  those  who  would  use  it  to  destroy  freedom. 

In  the  building  of  tomorrow’s  world  only  men  and 
women  who  are  on  fire  with  knowledge  and  love 
after  the  fashion  Christ  taught  can  do  what  must 
be  done  if  we  are  to  have  peace.  Those  men  and 
women  are  today  the  boys  and  girls  in  our  Sun¬ 
beam  Bands,  R.  A’s,  and  G.  A’s  and  Y.  W.  A’s.  As 
far  as  our  reach  goes  through  them — the  future 
business  men  who  will  build  up  the  trade  with  the 
Americas  and  the  Orient,  restore  Europe  and  de¬ 
velop  Africa — as  far  as  we  reach  through  them  we 
will  be  rebuilding  the  world  for  peace.  They  are 
our  keys  to  that  better  world  tomorrow.  They  are 
our  today — our  second  chance  we  missed  after 
World  War  I._  The  poet  Samuel  Taylor  wrote: 

“.  .  .  Oft  do  the  spirits 
of  great  events  stride  on  before, 

And  in  today  already  walks  tomorrow.” 

In  our  definite  plans  for  mission  study  well- 
tested,  solidly  grounded,  carefully  balanced  lies  our 
way  to  give  to  the  world  more  lads  like  the  marin* 
corps  private  who  wrote  the  other  day: 

“Dear  God,  in  a  world  that's  racked  with  war, 
Let  me  think  of  the  coming  years 

When  the  cannon’s  core  has  ceased  to  roar 
And  the  nations  dry  their  tears. 

Keep  Thou  my  heart  unblasphemed. 

Give  me  strength  to  wait  release 

And  let  me  live  as  a  man  should  live 

In  a  fight  for  the  God  of  Peace. 

“O  Father,  grant  that  I  may  last 
To  build  the  world  again; 

To  know,  when  the  pestilence  is  past, 

A  brotherhood  of  man. 

Bless  Thou  the  aged  with  Thy  light; 

Protect  our  troubled  youth; 

And  let  me  fight  as  a  man  should  fight 
In  a  war  for  the  God  of  Truth. 

“Thy  will  be  done,  if  Thou  decree 
That  I  shall  die  afield. 

But  let  me  go  face  to  the  foe— 

Sustain  me,  lest  I  yield. 

Let  no  man  cry  he  saw  me  fly 
The  battle’s  agony. 

And  let  me  die  as  a  man  should  die 
In  a  fight  for  liberty.”

AUTHORIZE  BAPTIST  CHAPLAINS  TO 
BAPTIZE  CONVERTS 


This  age  is  marked  by  a  spirit  of  laxness  that  Is 
expressed  in  almost  every  realm  of  life.  Laxness 
and  looseness  we  generally  think  of  together.  One 
need  not  be  a  detective  to  discover  the  fact  of  our 
-  being  faced  with  moral  and  spiritual  laxity.  In  a 
search  for  a  cause  and  a  cure  of  such  conditions 
one  is  brought  face  to  face  with  the  attitude  of 
earth's  creatures  to  the  Word  of  God.  A  study  of 
history  will  reveal  that  periods  marked  by  fidelity 
to  God’s  Word  have  been  times  of  moral  and  Spirit¬ 
ual  development,  but  when  the  opposite  attitude 
has  been  manifest  toward  the  Word  then  has  come 
a  corresponding  laxness  In  these  realms.  Isn’t  it 
high  time  now  that  the  world  was  becoming  aware 
of  the  need  for  fidelity  to  the  inspired  authoritative 
word  of  the  creator  and  sustainer  of  the  universe?

AS  THE  CONVENTION  WILL  NOT 
MEET,  LET’S - 


MANY  CAN  GIVE  AT  NO  COST 
TO  THEMSELVES 


Last  week’s  Record  carried  the  information  that 
the  1943  Southern  Baptist  Convention  will  not  be 
held.  Although  we  felt  that  it  should  be  held,  the 
majority  of  the  Executive  Committee  thought 
otherwise  and  we  are  a  Baptist  and  we  believe  in 
cooperating.  And  now  that  the  matter  ha<j  been 
settled  we  are  going  to  work  just  as  hard  as  we  can 
to  make  the  decision  a  good  one. 

We  have  a  suggestion  to  offer.  We  have  no  hope 
that  it  will  be  adopted  by  100%  of  the  people  con¬ 
cerned,  but  if  even  half  of  those  to  whom  it  applies 
follow  the  suggestion  that  we  make  the  seeming 
calamity  of  no  Conventioh  can  be  turned  into  a 
triumphant  victory  for  our  work. 

Our  suggestion  is  that  every  church  that  would 
send  their  pastor  to  the  Convention  with  expenses 
paid,  contribute  the  same  amount  to  the  Now  Club 
or  the  Hundred  Thousand  Club.  The  amount  that 
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We  are  constantly  receiving  letters  from  chap¬ 
lains  In  camps  and  posts  throughout  the  country 
reporting  to  us  that  they  are  receiving  no  coopera¬ 
tion  from  local  churches  with  I 
located  in  these  places.  We  think  it  a  shame  that 
there  is  not  greater  esprit  de  corps  among  our 
Baptist  people  than  seems  to  exist.  We  know  there 
are  eminent  exceptions  where  pastors  and  churches 
are  doing  their  utmost  to  cooperate  with  chaplains 
in  the  spiritual  care  of  Baptist  men  entering  the 
camps.  For  these,  we  thank  God  and  earnestly 
desire  their  number  to  Increase.  How  shall  we  get 
this  done?  One  chaplain  reports  from  Keesler 
Field  Mississippi,  that  In  the  last  three-month 
period  there  must  have  been  at  least  three  thou¬ 
sand  Baptist  men  sent  to  this  camp,  and  yet  he 
has  not  received  one  letter  from  any  church  notify¬ 
ing  him  of  their  arrival.

feet  solidarity  between  the  Brazilian  Republic  and 
the  noble  North  American  nation  are  being  drawn 
closet,  desiring  that  nothing  should  cause  a  discord 
in  this  magnanimous  spirit  of  cooperation,  as  a 
Brazilian  Catholic  and  as  Metropolitan  Archbishop 
of  Belo  Horizonte,  representing  the  thinking  of  the 
Catholics  of  the  archdiocese,  in  full  agreement  with 
the  sentiments  of  the  immense  Catholic  population 
of  the  entire  country,  I  take  the  liberty  to  present 
the  following,  for  Your  Excellency’s  consideration. 

Brazil,  a  profoundly  Catholic  country,  has  her 
glorious  traditions  moulded  in  the  life  and  in  the 
activities  of  the  Catholic  church,  as  His  Excellency, 
Dr.  Getulio  Vargas,  the  honorable  President  of  the 
Republic,  had  occasion  to  show,  in  his  address  to  the 
Brazilian  episcopate,  delivered  in  the  Itamarati,  on 
July  17,  1939.  Among  us  Brazilians,  therefore,  the 
Protestant  propaganda  carried  on  by  North  Amer- 
izan  missionaries  awakens  antipathy  and  distrust 
toward  the  U.  S.  of  N.  America. 

It  is  of  inestimable  advantage  that  His  Excel¬ 
lency,  Chancellor  Sumner  Welles,  be  aware  of  this 
situation,  that  he  may  take  the  proper  measures 
with  His  Excellency,  the  President  of  the  United 
States  of  North  America. 

Soliciting  Your  Excellency’s  careful  and  intelligent 
intervention  in  this  subject  of  such  vast  reverbera¬ 
tion  and  of  benevolent  consequences  for  a  better

NCWC  Deprecates  Protestant  Missions 

Link  the  above  letter  of  Cabral  with  a  statement 
issued  by  one  hundred  archbishops  and  bishops  of 
the  hierarchy  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Church  in 
American,  following  the  recent  meeting  of  the  Na¬ 
tional  Catholic  Welfare  Conference  in  Washington, 
under  date  of  November  14,  1942,  with  particular 
reference  to  Protestant  missions  in  Latin  America: 

“We  send  our  cordial  greetings  to  our  brother 
bishops  of  Latin  America.  .  .  .  Every  effort  made 
to  rob  them  of  their  Catholic  religion  or  to  ridicule 
it  or  to  offer  them  a  substitute  for  it  is  deeply  re¬ 
sented  by  the  people  of  these  countries  and  by 
American  Catholics.  These  efforts  prove  a  disturb¬ 
ing  factor  in  our  international  relations.  .  .  .  We 
express  the  hope  that  the  mistakes  of  the  past  which 
were  offensive  to  the  dignity  of  our  southerh. 
brothers,  their  culture  and  their  religion,  will  not 
continue.  .  .  .  We  ask  that  Tuesday,  Dec.  8  ...  be 
set  aside  as  a  special  day  of  prayerful  supplication. 
.  •  .  Let  us  all  unite  in  praying  for  a  victory  and  for 
a  peace  acceptable  unto  God.” 

A  Glance  at  Mexico 

Interesting  recent  incidents  In  Mexico  should  not 
be  overlooked  by  any  who  are  studying  the  situation 
in  Latin  America.  In  October,  Mnsgr.  Luis  M.  Mar¬ 
tinez,  archbishop  of  Mexico,  issued  a  statement 
from  which  I  quote: 

“The  church  can  help  the  government  to  solve 
some  problems. . . .  The  state  has  money  and  power. 


The  church  holds  moral  power,  and  the  two  to¬ 
gether  can  unite  in  service  for  the  good  of  the 
fatherland.  .  . 

Coming  as  it  did  after  many  years  of  tension  and 
subterranean  opposition  to  the  government,  this 
statement  has  caused  enormous  commotion  in 
Mexico.  The  president  of  Mexico  answered  the 
statement,  and  I  quote  a  sentence  or  two  from  the 
president: 

“I  see  with  satisfaction  that  the  clergy  respects 
our  constitutional  norms.  ...  It  is  evident  that  they 
do  not  want  to  go  beyond  their  own  function." 

A  Significant  Headline 

Some  weeks  ago  I  called  attention  to  a  speech  by 
Bishop  John  Mark  Gannon,  reported  in  The  Cath¬ 
olic  Register.  The  headline  ran  like  this:  “Holy 
Father  is  Only  Light  Left  in  Old  World — Civilization 
Dying  in  Europe  Will  Rise  Again  in  Americas.”  And 
then  a  sentence  or  two  from  the  speech: 

“One  by  one  the  lights  of  Europe  have  gone  out. 
There  remains  but  one  true  voice,  but  one  light  in 
the  Old  World — the  voice  of  the  Holy  Father,  the 
unquenchable  light  of  the  Holy  See.  If  other  peo¬ 
ples  have  set  aside  faith  in  God  and  morality  and 
have  substituted  faith  in  politics  and  the  state,  and 
paid  the  penalty,  we  of  the  Americas  must  publicly 
renew  our  faith  in  the  Eucharist  Presence  of  Jesus 
Christ,  in  the  supreme  authority  of  the  Holy  Father, 
and  in  the  unshakable  hope  that  all  the  beautiful 
treasures  of  the  Catholic  religion  and  Catholic 
civilization  in  Europe  will  be  reborn  again  in  the 
New  World.  .  .  ." 

Erskine  and  White 

One  of  the  shrewdest  things  the  Catholics  have 
done  in  this  effort  to  effect  complete  monopoly  of 
Latin  America  was  in  getting  John  Erskine  and 
John  W.  White,  nominal  members  of  Protestant 
churches  in  the  United  States,  to  write  articles  for 
The  Catholic  Digest  in  July  and  August,  1942.  in 
which  they  deplored  Protestant  missionary  activ¬ 
ities  in  Latin  America  as  endangering  the  Good 
Neighbor  Policy. 

Erskine,  undoubtedly  a  better  authority  on  Helen 
of  Troy  than  he  is  on  Christian  missions,  viewed 
with  alarm  Protestant  mission  work  in  Latin  Amer¬ 
ica  as  “pure  destruction”  since  Protestant  mission¬ 
aries  “attempt  to  win  converts  from  one  branch  of 
Christianity  to  another.  Instead  of  making  friends, 
we  give  offense.” 

He  struggles  on  with  his  amusing  thesis,  declar¬ 
ing:  “The  countries  there  are  tolerant  of  all  re¬ 
ligions  quite  as  tolerant  as  the  United  States.” 
Why  then  should  he  be  excited  over  Protestant  mis¬ 
sionary  work  in  “tolerant  countries”?  He  is  greatly 
pleased  that  Roman  Catholics  have  freedom  of  ac¬ 
tion  in  the  United  States  even  though  Protestants 
outnumber  Catholics.  Why  should  Protestants  be 
forbidden  to  work  in  Latin  America,  even  if  Cath¬ 
olics  outnumber  Protestants? 

White’s  article  was  of  the  same  pattern.  It  was 
a  shrewd  trick,  I  repeat,  to  make  it  appear  that 
Protestants  in  this  country  deplore  missionary  work 
on  the  part  of  non -Catholics  in  Latin  America;  but 
will  the  trick  work?  Not  if  we  expose  It. 

I  am  hoping  that  Dr.  Gill  will  give  us  more  arti¬ 
cles  on  Latin  America,  and  that  he  will  open  up  the 
whole  business  of  Catholic  opposition  to  evangelical 
mission  work  for  our  people. 

Latin  America  should  be  our  second  great  objec¬ 
tive  In  our  Foreign  Mission  program.  China  has 
become  the  first  great  objective,  and  the  story 
thrills  our  hearts.  The  present  moment  calls  for 
our  great  move  in  Latin  America.  Shall  we  stand 
idly  and  supinely  by  and  allow  the  Catholics  to 
frighten  us  away  when  our  missionaries  who  have 
already  accomplished  such  a  glorious  record  of 
work  there  urge  us  to  reinforce  our  program  in  this 
hour  of  unprecedented  opportunity?

SOME  OF  A  CHAPLAIN'S  DAILY 
EXPERIENCES

A  Sunday  at  Camp  Van  Dorn.  A  hard  rain  falling 
did  not  dampen  the  spirit  or  the  attendance  in  the 
Army  Chapel  service  on  the  post. 

Chapel  No.  7,  Regimental  Chapel,  394th  Infantry 
with  First  Lieutenant  Norman  E.  Ferguson,  South¬ 
ern  Baptist  Chaplain,  officiating.  At  the  ten  o’clock 
service  308  were  present,  and,  setting  the  example 
for  the  Camp  was  Colonel  L.  E.  McGregor,  Com¬ 
manding  Officer.  Pfc.  Bogart  has  charge  of  the 
chapel  music,  and  we  were  not  surprised  to  learn 
that  he  was  a  graduate  of  the  Westminster  School 
of  Music.  The  very  efficient  young  Corporal  at  the 
console  of  the  organ  was  F.  S.  Cornell.  The  invoca¬ 
tion  and  Lord’s  Prayer  were  led  by  Chaplain  Fergu¬ 
son.  The  responsive  reading  for  the  day  was  “The 
Fear  of  the  Lord,”  after  which  the  hymn  “Onward 
Christian  Soldiers”  was  sung  by  the  soldier  con¬ 
gregation.  A  spiritual,  “Steal  Away,”  was  rendered 
by  Bogart  and  the  Chapel  Choir.  “I  Would  Be  True” 
was  sung  as  a  solo.  “The  Overcoming  Life”  was 
the  subject  of  the  Chaplain’s  message.  The  invita¬ 
tion  and  closing  hymn  was  “What  a  Friend  We 
Have  In  Jesus.”

Food  for  the  body,  food  for  the  soul  with 
a  little  downpour  of  rain,  made  our  visit  to  Camp 
Van  Dorn  perfect.

Method  of  Victory,  Streamlining  Toward  a  Just 
World  Order  and  Heirs  of  the  Future.  The  price  is 
$1.50  from  the  author. 


We  usually  come  to  our  offices  in  the  early 
morning,  around  eight  o’clock.  The  men  for  whom 
we  are  responsible  are  free  to  come  to  us  for  counsel 
will  communicate  with  the  Red  Cross  unit,  where 
following  experiences,  since  I  entered  the  service: 

A  young  man  comes,  who  is  greatly  troubled,  be¬ 
cause  of  a  report  from  home  that  his  wife  and 
children  are  in  need.  There  has  been  illness  in  the 
home  and  the  wife  did  not  receive  her  allotment. 
Of  course  our  post,  as  is  true  in  most  camps,  has 
the  Red  Cross  here  to  help.  The  field  worker  is  a 
fine,  congenial,  and  pleasant  person.  He  delights 
in  helping  the  soldier.  We  get  the  two  together  and 
the  Red  Cross  worker  assures  the  soldier  that  he 
will  communicate  wtlh  the  Red  Cross  unit,  where 
his  wife  lives,  and  they  will  rush  to  her  assistance 
at  once. 

Then,  a  young  man  comes  who  has  just  received 
word  that  a  relative  has  died.  He  lives  far  away. 
He  must  go  immediately,  if  he  is  there  in  time  for 
the  funeral;  but  he  has  no  money.  Again  it  is  the 
duty  of  the  chaplain  to  get  him  in  contact  with  the 
Red  Cross,  which  provides  funds  to  meet  this 
emergency,  which  funds,  in  the  majority  of  cases, 
is  to  be  returned,  as  it  is  extended  in  the  form  of  a 
loan.  The  purpose  is  served,  the  man  is  helped,  and 
is  soon  on  his  way  to  his  home. 

Again,  a  soldier  comes  who  has  been  transferred 
so  often  he  has  not  received  his  pay.  He  is  out  of 
money  and  doesn’t  know  which  way  to  turn,  except 
to  his  chaplain.  We  go  again  to  our  good  friend, 
the  Red  Cross,  which  stands  ready  at  all  times  to 
assist  every  deserving  case.  A  loan  is  secured, 
usually  a  small  one.  The  actual  needs  are  met  and 
the  soldier  goes  on  his  way  very  happy.  After  se¬ 
curing  such  a  loan  for  a  fine  lad  and  patiently 
helping  him  every  way  I  could,  he  repaid  me  many 
times  with  one  statement  which  he  made  when  he 
left  me.  He  remarked,  “Chaplain,  you  have  been 
very  kind  to  me;  and  when  I  pray  tonight,  I  am 
going  to  remember  to  pray  for  the  Lord  to  bless 
you.”  From  such  experiences,  we  can  gather  this 
statement  of  fact:  The  government,  through  its 
appointed  agents,  the  Red  Cross,  the  chaplains, 
and  other  officials,  seeks  to  meet  every  need  that 
arises  in  a  soldier's  life. 

Another  phase  of  service  the  chaplains  renders, 
which  is  always  a  blessing  to  him,  is  that  of  getting 
good  religious  literature,  especially  New  Testa¬ 
ments,  to  the  soldiers  who  need  them  and  want 
them.  A  few  days  ago,  I  came  upon  a  group  of  sol¬ 
diers,  while  visiting  a  sick  man  in  his  barracks.  I 
engaged  this  group  in  conversation  and  we  were 
soon  talking  about  spiritual  matters.  For  several 
moments  we  exchanged  opinions,  in  a  very  friendly 
way.  Before  leaving,  I  asked  the  men  to  permit  me 
to  have  a  word  of  prayer  with  them.  They  were 
very  glad  to  do  so.  After  the  prayer,  a  soldier  in¬ 
quired  if  I  could  secure  for  him  a  New  Testament. 
Because  our  government  has  looked  after  this  need, 
also,  in  providing  a  New  Testament,  or  any  other 
necessary  literature,  I  was  able  to  inform  the  soldier 
that  if  he  would  go  with  me  to  my  office,  I  would 
be  happy  to  present  him  with  a  New  Testament. 
This  he  did,  but  before  leaving,  we  were  requested 
to  bring  back  a  few  others  for  other  men  who 
wanted  them.  I  returned  with  the  soldier  to  de¬ 
liver  the  requested  Testaments.  By  that  time,  the 
word  had  spread  around  and  others  wanted  these 
Testaments.  I  took  down  the  number  they  desired 
and  returned.  By  this  time  the  word  had  spread 
still  farther;  and  I  made  a  third  trip,  after  which 
the  word  had  spread  to  another  barrack.  So  after 
making  four  trips  in  one  day  to  deliver  New  Testa¬ 
ments,  I  counted  my  total  that  evening  and  found 
1  had  given  away  76. 

On  another  occasion,  my  comrade  In  labor,  the 
other  chaplain  who  works  with  me,  and  I  took  along 
in  our  car  125  New  Testaments.  We  went  from 
company  to -company,  holding  services,  conducting 
about  five  services,  all  in  all,  that  day.  At  the  close 
of  each  service,  men  who  desired  New  Testaments 
were  Invited  to  come  forward  and  get  them.  A  total 
of  125  were  given  away  that  day.  Many  soldiers 
asked  us  to  autograph  them.  Who  can  estimate  the 
value  of  one  day’s  work,  like  this?

HI.  Admonition  and  Prophecy.  Vv. 

31-38. 

If  we  love  God  with  al  lthe  heart 
and  mind  and  soul  and  strength,  and 
our  neighbors  as  ourselves,  we  fulgill 
the  requirements  as  to  conduct.  To 
love  one  another  as  Christ  has  loved 
us  is  the  sum  of  Christian  duty  as  set 
forth  in  the  New  Testament. 

There  was  one  of  His  disciples  who 
thought  that  his  love  could  stand  any 
test,  and  he  invited  the  proof  of  it.  “I 
will  lay  down  my  life  for  thee.”  I 
have  not  the  slightest  doubt  that 
Peter  was  perfectly  honest,  absolutely 
sincere.  He  thought  he  would  do  that 
should  there  come  an  occasion  which 
demanded  it.  How  disconcerting  to 
him  and  to  his  fellow  disciples  then 
must  have  been  the  words  of  the 
Master,  "The  cock  shall  not  crow  till 
thou  hast  denied  me  thrice.” 

My  heart  was  made  very  sad  when, 
on  a  recent  day,  I  read  of  the  arrest 
of  one  who  in  the  yesterdays  I  heard 
with  joy  as  he  testified  for  Christ.  It 
was  he  I  heard  say,  ‘‘I  know  that  I 
know  that  I  know  that  I  know  that  I 
have  eternal  life  in  Him!”  That 
evangelist  would  have  laughed  at  the 
idea,  or  maybe  he  would  have  become 
angry  at  the  suggestion  that  he  would 
be  arrested  as  a  panderer,  a  man 
pursuing  a  business  which  would  be 
of  a  nature  of  an  absolute  denial  of 
his  Lord.

Lesson  for  March  14 
IN  THE  UPPER  ROOM 
Text:  John  13  and  14 

Introduction. 

We  are  entering  in  this  lesson  a 
distinct  section  of  John’s  Gospel,  the 
whole  section  including  chapters  13 
to  17.  Almost  a  fourth  of  the  whole 
of  John’s  gospel  is  included  in  this 
section,  marking  it  as  of  special  im¬ 
portance.  It  is  a  bit  startling,  there¬ 
fore,  to  realize  that,  whereas  the  first 
twelve  chapters  comprise  John’s  rec¬ 
ord  of  our  Lord’s  doings  for  almost 
three  years,  the  section  upon  which 
we  now  enter  record  the  doings  of  a 
single  evening.  In  the  first  twelve 
chapters,  we  range  with  our  Lord  and 
His  disciples  all  over  the  Holy  Land; 
in  these  five  chapters  we  remain  in  an 
upper  room  of  a  private  home  some¬ 
where  in  Jerusalem.  In  the  first 
twelve  chapters  we  go  with  our  Lord 
and  His  as  they  meet  the  multitudes 
and  members  of  the  multitudes  of 
every  social  station:  in  these  chap¬ 
ters  we  are  alone  with  our  Lord  and 
His  small  company. 

Of  course  we  cannot  hope  to  cover 
in  any  adequate  manner  the  teach¬ 
ings  of  these  rich  chapters.  Ripe  vol¬ 
umes  have  been  produced  from  the 
minds  of  devout  and  able  thinkers  on 
the  teachings  o  fthese  chapters  with¬ 
out  their  depths  having  been  plumbed 
or  their  unmined  truths  exhausted. 
Only  this  counsel  take  from  one  who 
stands  awed  by  the  greatness  of  the 
sacred  contents  of  our  text:  Read 
these  chapters  over  and  again.  The 
more  often  you  stay  your  mind  upon 
them,  the  more  securely  will  they 
stead  your  soul  in  your  hours  of  need. 

I.  The  Religion  of  the  Towel.  John 

13:1-17. 

Everybody  accepts  the  theory  of 
this  teaching;  very  few  practice  it. 
Of  course  Christian  people  ought  to 
serve  one  another  even  to  the  per¬ 
formance  of  the  humblest  services  in 
the  case  of  those  who  need,  but  that 
sort  of  service  is  what  you  owe  me. 

Our  Lord,  by  what  He  did  for  His 
disciples  on  this  occasion  and  by 
what  He  afterwards  said  to  them, 
was  teaching  them  the  necessity  for  a 
practical  love  of  one  to  another,  the 
glory  of  serving  one  another  in  the 
humblest  spheres,  and  the  need  for 
genuine  humility. 

II.  Explanation  and  Prophecy.  Vv. 

8-20. 

Simon  had  the  world’s  idea  as  to 
what  was  fitting  and  what  not,  for  a 
disciple  of  the  true  religion  to  do.  The 
Lord's  words  to  Simon  meant,  “Ex¬ 
cept  I  make  you  clean,  you  remain 
unclean.  Once  let  me  clean  you 
through  and  through,  once  let  me 
purify  you  sure  enough,  once  yield 
yourself  to  me  that  I  may  apply  the 
cleansing  power  which  I  command, 
and  you  have  no  need  o  fthat  entire 
cleansing  again,  but  only  need  to 
wash  the  stain  of  the  world  off  the 
feet,  but  you  are  clean  every  bit.  Not 
every  one  of  you  has  been  thus 
cleansed.  One  member  there  is  of 
this  body  that  has  not  been  made 
clean.  He  is  a  dirty  foot  that  never 
will  be  really  bathed.” 

He  has  now  given  them  an  example 
of  true  humility,  of  a  sincere  purpose
